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PREPACE 


The publication of the Atlantic Edition of My. H. G. Wells’s 
works, the first uniform edition, marks a turning-point in his 
career : not that 1t is not hoped he may not add new gems to his 
crown in the years to come : but this step undoubtely means a 
full stop to what 1s past and done. This point of time has seem- 
ed to me most fit for paying this great writer the homage which 
Mr. Kipling and ‘Mr. Thomas Hardy have already received, 
that of a Dictionary in this series even in their life-time, on a 
par with the great dead, Walter Scott, Thackeray and Charles 
Dickens. The genesis of the present work has been rather pecu- 
liar : during preparation of my French book on the thought 
of H. G. Wells, I was more than once led to regret the absence 
in this series of a dictionary of the characters and scenes in his 
novels and short stories, which could have proved a great help 
to me : 1t was but a step to the idea that I might undertake tt 
myself by the way, and it did not take me long to dow. This 
is the vesult, It is not hoped that it may be perfect : the task 
was very heavy for a single-handed worker : I am not sorry I 
dared it : nothing can be indifferent in a great writer : and there 
can be no more suggestive balance-sheet of the achievements 
of his creative imagination than such a repertory as this 1s : 
even apart from the great and lasting figures, which go down 
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to posterity, genius shows even in the mere passers-by which 
three strokes of the brush suffice to stand on their feet; nay, 
in the very names which are just mentioned, who knows but 
that there might have been the nucleus to immortal characters, 
had but the writer’s imagination taken a different turn at that 
instant. The first edition of a book of this type inevitably 
contains errors ; we offer apologies for them, but at the same 
time beg the reader to point them out to us, that they may be cor- 
rected when it 1s printed again. 

That the present Dictionary should have been compiled by 
a French scholar is but one sign of the industriousness of the 
new school of French specialists in English literature, under 
the leadership of Professors Legouis and Cazamian, and of 
the lively interest awakened over the Channel by Mr. Wells's 
work, in spite of some unfortunate frictions : at the same time, 
at is but a return of the compliment paid to the French novel 
by the English Zola Dictionary. 

I owe thanks to my father, who has arranged the alphabetical 
order of the entries, and to Mr. R. Ravet, who has looked up 
many place-names in the Gazetteer of the British Isles, to as- 
certain if they were real or not. 


The present dictionary covers the field of all that is fiction 
in Mr. Wells's works, 1.e 40 volumes : 6 separate short stories 
not included in volumes have been gathered as the first item, 
bringing the total number to 41. Every character with a name, 
even if nothing but the name is mentioned, is entered in the 
alphabetical order : but the device has often been resorted to of 
entering under the same word, as “guests” in such or such a 
place, or “people” met in such or such a place or country, the 
very numerous anonymous characters the heroes come into

She turns out to be an acquaintance of a propos- 
ed fiancée he was on his way to visit, whereby the match is 
spoiled. 


SSS-LI THE LAND IRONCLADS 
(Strand Magazine, December 1903) 

(included in volume XX of the Atlantic Edition) 

Two hostiles armies, unable to obtain a decision, have 
to settle down in trenches, in endless, issueless grapple, till 
one of them finally comes out with land ironclads,—very 
much like the tanks of 1917-18, but bigger—and thoroughly 
defeats the enemy in a few hours; thus ensuring the triumph 
of brains and mechanical genius over brute strength : a pro- 
phetic story.

(now extinct) 
and two other reminiscences. 
First publ. : John Lane, London, and The Merriam Co, NY 
(June 1895) 
vol. III of the Mayfair Set. 
First appeared as articles in the Pall Mall Gazette. 
Dedication : To my dearest and best friend, R. A. C. 


The uncle—unnamed—is a middle-aged bachelor who 
has made money in South Africa. Only the very thin 
string of his engagemient to, and subsequent marriage with 
a Mrs. Harborough—who does not appear—holds the con- 
versations together. He discourses on the fashionable, which 
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is akin to the vulgar ; the perpetual discomfort of mankind, 
which is that the ideal of the former generation becomes 
reality ; the use of ideals, which should not be for every day 
wear ; the art of being photographed ; the silliness of the 
reproductions of master-pieces as mural decorations ; the 
subordinate character music should assume in social gather- 
ings ; the superiority of the tri—over the bicycle ; and the 
philosophy of marriage—till be becomes extinct, in matri- 
mony. 

The two reminiscences are : A misunderstood artist— 
a cook—and The man with a nose—a big, richly coloured 
one, the bane of his life. 


TM 3. THE TIME MACHINE : AN INVENTION. 
First publ : Heinemann, London (June 1895) 

“‘NoTE. — The substance of the first chapter of this story 
and of several paragraphs from the context appeared in the 
“National Observer” in 1894. The ‘‘Time Traveller’s Story” 
appeared, almost as it stands here, in the pages of the ‘““New 
Review”. The author desires to make the customary ac- 
knowledgments’”’. 

Dedication : To William Ernest Henley. 


On the idea that time is the fourth dimension of space, 
an adventurous scientist, the Time Traveller, first sends a 
small model of a Time Machine into time, then rides a full- 
sized one himself : one lever moves it into the future, another 
reverses the motion. He travels to A. D. 802.701, and finds, 
not a millennium, but a differenciation of mankind into two 
races : the Eloi, graceful, 4 feet high, baskers in sunshine, 
flowers, idleness, play, and love-making, who have forgotten 
all art and industry ; and the Morlocks, subterranean, pallid 
human lemurs, active, mighty mechanics, who keep the 
Eloi, but come up and feed on them in the moonless nights : 
the ultimate outcome of the split between Capitalist and pro- 
letarian. The Traveller explores this world with an Eloi 
woman he has saved from drowning, and whom the Morlocks 
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kill in pursuit : he recovers his machine they had stolen from 
him, pushes on to the Sunset of the World, finds the sun 
dying, and big crabs the only life on the earth. He returns 
tells his friends, starts on a new journey, and never comes 
back. ; 


Chr.A THE CHRONIC ARGONAUTS 
(A first sketch of The Time Machine : Science Schools Journal, 
Apr. May. June 1888). 


Dr. Moses Nebogipfel, PhD, FRS, takes his abode at 
Llyddwdd, Carnarvon, in a house in which an old man has 
been murdered by his sons : the rumour of his mysterious 
experiments makes him fall under suspicion of witchcraft, 
and the villagers raid his house to burn it : he inexplicably 
disappears from their eyes, with the Rev. Mr. Cook, the Vic- 
ar, who had come to warn him of his danger. The fact is, 
he has invented a time machine, first gone back to the mo- 
ment of the old man’s murder, then forward with Cook to 
escape his incensed parishioners. After a time Cook is found 
feverish and raving, and soon dies, muttering stories of the 
year 17.902. 


WV 4. THE WONDERFUL VISIT 
First publ. : Dent. London (October 1895) 

Dedication : To the memory of my dear friend, Walter 
Low. 

An Angel goes astray from his world : Mr. Hilyer, the 
vicar of Siddermorton, an ornithological maniac, thinks him 
a bird, and brings him down with his gun. No one in the 
village, except Hilyer, will admit him to be anything but a 
man : he has to don some of the vicar’s clothes, and make 
an apprenticeship of pain, hunger, work, private property, 
social differences, and death. The village doctor will think 
him a bodily and mentally abnormal boy ; the village lady, 
an illegitimate son of the vicar’s, whom she tries to produce 
as a musical genius ; the Squire assaults him for trespassing, 
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but is severely bruised. Only Delia, the vicar’s maid, feels 
his nature : and the discovery of love repays him for the 
misery of this world : they are both burnt to death in the 
vicar’s house, and a little girl sees them escape as winged 
shapes. The vicar soon dies, after going off his head, the 
village thinks. 


SB 5.THE STOLEN BACILLUS, anv OTHER INCIDENTS 
(later, ‘‘stories’’). 
First publ. : Methuen, London (November 1895). 

Most of these tales were first printed in the Pall Mall 
Budget, two in the Pall Mall Gazette, one in Saint-James’s 
Gazette: In the Avu Observatory was printed again by the 
Observatory, and the Lord of the Dynamos by the Melbourne 
Leader (Author’s note). 

Dedication : To H. B. Marriott Watson. 


SB-Sb THE STOLEN BACILLUS 
(Pall Mall Budget, June 21‘t 1894) 

An Anarchist gains admission to a Bacteriologist’s labo- 
ratory with a false letter of introduction, and steals what 
he believes to be a tube of cholera germs: he intends to pour 
it into the main London water supply, but breaks it, and 
swallows part of its contents : but the germs were really 
only those that cause blue patches on some monkeys. 


SB-Fso THE FLOWERING OF THE STRANGE ORCHID 
(PMB, August 2™ 1894) 
Winter-Wedderburn, an ineffectual, harmless collector, 
who complains of the uneventfulness of his life, buys a bulb, 
the orchid of which overcomes him by its scent and starts 
sucking his blood : he is rescued by his housekeeper. 


SB-Ao IN THE AvuU OBSERVATORY 
(PMB, Aug. 9 1894) 
Woodhouse, an astronomer in Avu, Borneo, is attacked 
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by some big, strange flying thing, which finds its way into 
the observatory through the slit in the roof. He is found 
lying in his blood in the morning. : 


SB-Tt THE TRIUMPHS OF A TAXIDERMIST. 
(Pall Mall Gazette, March 3° 1894, Pall Mall Budget, March 
15 1894. Anonymous in both cases). 

He stuffs men, forges eggs, great auks, and moas, and 
makes a specimen of a bird which never existed for an igno- 
rant collector, deceived into a belief in it by an erroneous 
translation of a German pamphlet. 


_ SB-Do A DEAL IN OSTRICHES 
(Pall Mall Gaz. Dec. 20% 1894, Anonymous) 
Two swindlers, on a steamer, dispose of five ostriches 
to credulous passengers at very high prices, under pretence 
that one of them has swallowed a diamond. 


SB-Thr.w THROUGH A WINDOW 

(PMB, Dec. 27** 1894. Original title : Through the window). 
Bailey, a temporary invalid, watching things on the river 

from his window, is the witness of a man-hunt for a mad 

Malay, and is saved by a timely shot as the latter is climbing 

into his room with a krees. 


SB-TH THE TEMPTATION OF HARRINGAY 
Under the brush of a painter, a portrait he is working 
on becomes alive and offers him genius in exchange for his 


soul : it is the Devil : the painter resists temptation and paints 
him out. 


SB-Fm THE FLYING-MAN 

In the hills of India, an officer, besieged on a rocky ledge 
by head-cutting villagers, jumps it with a parachute made 
out of a tent and ropes, and brings rescue to his men, thus 
acquiring the reputation of a man “with wings”. 


SB-Dm THE DIAMOND-MAKER 
(Pall Mall Budget, Aug. 16" 1894. Anonymous) 


He alleges to have made diamonds by exploding a cer- 
tain carbon composition in a tightly screwed steel cylinder, 
but to be unable to sell them because of his ragged condition. 


SB-2i EPYORNIS ISLAND 
(PMB, Dec. 13'* 1894) 

Butcher, a collector of natural rarities, is wrecked on 
an island with an Apyornis egg : it hatches : the chick, at 
first a friendly pet, becomes a giant, which chases him round 
the island, and which he has to kill after entangling its legs 
in a rope. 


SB-D’s e THE REMARKABLE CASE OF DAVIDSON’S EYES 

A scientist, stooping between the poles of a big electro- 
magnet at the moment a stroke of lightning hits near, falls 
in a sort of trance : he sees all things round him as if he were 
in an island in the South Seas, later known to be real by a 
traveller’s description, while his body remains in London : 
he gradually recovers. 


SB-Ld THE LorD OF THE DyNAMOS 
(PMB, Dec. 6'* 1894) 
An oriental assistant in a power-station conceives the 
big dynamo to be a god, sacrifices the engineer to it, and then, 
after trying another man, himself. 


SB-HPb THE HAMMERPOND PARK BURGLARY 
(PMB, July 5'" 1894)

SB-Mgn A MOTH-GENUS NOVO 
(Later,—the Country of the Blind, 1911—The Moth). 
After triumphing in a controversy over arival, who dies, 
a scientist is haunted into madness by an imaginary moth 
he conceives to be the dead man’s ghost. 


SB-Tf THE TREASURE IN THE FOREST 
(PMB, Aug. 23? 1894. Anonymous). 


Two ruffians murder a Chinaman for the secret of a 
‘buried treasure : they are killed by poisoned thorns he had 
placed among the ingots of gold. 


IDM 6. THE ISLAND OF Dr. MOREAU 
First publ. : Heinemann, London (April 1896) 


Dr. Moreau, a vivisectionist, howled out of England by 
public indignation, makes his home on an island of the Paci- 
fic : here, with the help of Montgomery, a medical student, 
a drunkard and a gambler, who has had to leave England 
in disgrace, he devotes himself to making animals into men 
by surgical operations on brain and body, and creates a new 
race of Beastmen. He teaches them a Law, which is meant 
to counteract their tendencies to animal leanings, and make 
him terrible and divine to them. But they taste blood by 
accident, and, after that, there is no holding them back on 
their way back to animality : they kill both Moreau and Mont- 
gomery. 

The story is told by Edward Prendick, a student of bio- 
logy, who has been picked up, after a shipwreck, by a bark 
chartered by Montgomery for revictualling purposes : when 
he succeeds in leaving the island, he leaves it in the possession 
of the last Beastmen, who are slowly and surely reverting to 


type. 


WoC 7. THE WHEELS OF CHANCE 
A CYCLING HOLIDAY ADVENTURE 
First publ. : Dent, London (October 1896) 
Dedication : To my dear mother. 


Mr. Hoopdriver, a draper’s assistant with a romantic 
soul, cycling to the South Coast on his yearly holiday, is 
constantly thrown together, as if by ironical, intending fate, 
with two cyclists, a Young Lady in Grey and a man in brown, 
who seem to be in some sort of disagreement : they are Jessie 
Milton, an imaginative school-girl, who has fled from a liter- 


ary stepmother ‘“‘to live her own life’, and Bechamel, a doubt- 
ful, married man of letters, who wants to take advantage of 
her silliness under pretence of helping. Bechamel thinks 
Hoopdriver a detective, a very flattering error to him. The 
knight-errant in the draper awakes : he rescues the girl from 
her escort, who wisely desits, and rambles awheel with her 
during four romantic days, posing as the heir to a great south 
African settler family, and hero of many adventures : till 
his money runs out, he has to declare himself a liar, and Miss 
Milton’s stepmother, with friends, catches the fugitives in a 
vaudevillesque final scene. Jessie takes leave of Hoopdriver 
on a vague promise of waiting for six years, during which he 
will try to improve his education and prospects. He may 
be considered a first sketch of, and elder brother to Kipps. 


PS 8. THE PLATTNER STORY, AND OTHERS 
First publ. : Methuen, London (May 1897) 
Dedication : To my father. 


PS-Ps THE PLATTNER STORY 

A man is blown by an explosion into an Other-World, 
co-existent in the same space with ours, in which vague 
shapes do nothing but watch the doings of the living, and 
returns after nine days, inversed : his left having become his 
right, and vice versa. 


PS-Aa THE ARGONAUTS OF THE AIR 

Monson, a rich experimenter, his money run out, and 
galled by popular irony, finally leaves the supporting rail 
of a flying-machine he has built, ans successful flies over 
London, but is killed : the first victim of aviation. 


PS-SIE THE STORY OF THE LATE Mr. ELVESHAM 

Mr. Elvesham, an old philosopher and scientist, exchanges 
his decayed body for that of Eden, a healthy young man, 
by sharing some drink with him, but is killed in a street 
accident. 


PS-iA IN THE ABYSS 

Elstead, an explorer, goes down fives miles in the ocean 
in a steel sphere and discovers a race of biped, man-like crea- 
tures of the deep with a sort of civilisation : he goes down 
a second time but never returns. 


PS-A THE APPLE : 

An Apple from the Tree of knowledge is passed on from 
an Armenian refugee to a doctor and then to Mr. Hinchcliff, 
a junior schoolmaster, who, at a loss what to do with it, throws 
it over a wall.

A man of letters, undergoing an operation under chlor- 
oform, dreams he dies, and his soul remains motionless in 
space, the solar system slipping away from him : till the awa- 
kening comes. 


PS-Sr THE SEA-RAIDERS 

A shoal of giant intelligent octopus make a raid on the 
South Coast of England, making a number of victims, then 
disappear. 


PS-PPM POLLOCK AND THE PORROH MAN 
An Englishman escapes a black sorcerer’s pursuit and 
revenge for a domestic offence by having him murdered, but 


is haunted into madness and suicide by a vision of his cut 
head. 


PS-Rr THE RED ROOM 

The narrator, a matter of fact young man, insists on 
spending a night in a “‘ haunted room ’”’, and is found uncons- 
cious and his hair turned white, in it, the next morning : there 
was nothing in it, except Fear.

Horrocks, an iron-master, takes Raut, his wife’s lover,

Aubrey Vair, a minor poet, proposes eloping to a roman- 
tic girl, as a wickedness becoming in a literary man, but 
funks at the last minute, and returns to a kindly housekeeper 
of a wife. 


PS-Ca A CATASTROPHE 

Mr. Winslow, a small draper, is saved from bankruptcy 
by a chimney falling and crushing a distant relation’s family 
to death, thus making him heir to a small fortune. 


PS-Li THE LOST INHERITANCE 

Ted never opens the last book of his, given him by a 
literary maniac of an uncle, and never finds the will which 
made him heir to his property, and which was hidden in it. 


PS-Ssdec THE SAD STORY OF A DRAMATIC CRITIC 
Cummins his name : he can no longer live, but only 
act life.

a grotesque romance 
First publ. : Pearson, London (Sept. 1897) 


Griffin, a student of optics, ‘‘the most gifted physicist

the world had ever seen’, has conceived the thought of mak- 
ing himself invisible by lowering the refractive index of his 
body to that of the air, expecting unlimited advantages from 
his invisibility : he steals money from his father to pursue 
his experiments, thus driving the old man to suicide. He 
at first experiments on rags, then on a cat. Worried by his 
landlord, for rent and because of his suspicious way of life, 
he at last risks the great change, and succeeds : he sets fire 
to his house and comes out naked in Oxford Street. 

The problem that immediately faces him is how to get 
clothes and food : he had reckoned without cold and hunger ! 
He solves it, after an unsuccessful attempt inan Emporium, 
by stealing clothes from a theatrical costumier, whom he 
leaves behind gagged and bound, and muffling his head in 
~ bandages, spectacles and a pasteboard nose. For a time he 
quarters himself in a country inn, passing himself as a disfi- 
gured scientist, but is driven to steal money from a house, is 
nearly caught on going home, gives away his secret in anger, 
and has to run away after a scuffle with rustics. 

He tries to get a confederate, first by violence—Marvel, 
a tramp—then by suasion—Kemp, a doctor, and former 
fellow-student. Marvel runs away from him with his Diary 
and formule, Kemp, frightened by his cruelty and open inten- 
tions of criminally using his advantage, betrays him to the 
police. 

Griffin becomes enraged, means to start a reign of terror, 
commits several murders, is finally caught in a crowd and 
killed while pursuing Kemp, the “‘traitor” : his body becomes 
visible again after his death. 


CPM 10. CERTAIN PERSONAL MATTERS : 
A collection of material mainly autobiographical. 
First publ. : Lawrence, London (Oct. 1897) 
“... They first appeared for the most part in the Pall Mall 
Gazette, and one or two in the New Budget and the Saturday 
Review.” 


The book is not a story, but a reprint of humorous arti- 
cles, chiefly from the Pall Mall Gazette_: it has its place in 
this dictionary because they are the opportunity for the intro- 
duction of many characters ; the string that holds them 
together is the housekeeping of the journalist and his wife 
Euphemia.

First publ. : Heinemann, London (January 1808) 
Epigraph : ‘But who shall dwell in these Worlds if they 
be inhabited ?... Are we or they Lords of the World ?... 
And how are all things made for man ?” 
Kepler (quoted in The Anatomy of Melancholy). 


1. It is modelling in clay : the illustration is a drawing by the author of a 
clay Buddah and a quadruped. 


Dedication : To my brother Frank Wells, this rendering 
of his idea. 

Several astronomers have observed great flares on the 
planet Mars : something, which is at first believed to be a 
meteor of some sort, falls on Horsell Common, and attracts 
a crowd of lookers-on, journalists and scientists : it proves 
to be a shell, the top of which unscrews, revealing strange 
creatures inside, all eyes and hands, with mysterious mur- 
derous weapons. Others follow : they are the Martians who 
have invaded the earth. 

The Martians are essentially brains and-hand-like ten- 
tacles : they know no feeding, but simply inject the blood 
of living creatures into their bodies ; no reproduction except 
by direct, painless, seed-like shedding of the young ; no tired- 
ness ; no sleep ; they use ‘‘handling-machines”’, like intelli- 
gent metallic spiders, to put other machinery together ; they 
move about in a metal hood carried on a tall tripod ; their 
weapon is the Heat-Ray, which, whatever the object it is 
directed against, immediately destroys all life and burns 
all things. With such advantages, in spite of some heroic 
opposition, they are soon masters of the London area, from 
which all who could have fled in a terrific panic, the survi- 
vors crouching under the ruins; and on their way to conquer 
the earth. But after a fortnight, unadapted as they are to 
the bacteria of our world, they are assailed by infectious 
diseases, and die. 

The human heroes are the narrator who tells the tale, and 
an artillery man, the embodiment of dauntless courage, who 
makes plans for the survival of men under Martian rule, with 
a view to its ultimate overthrow : a tongue hero only however. 


WSW = 12. WHEN THE SLEEPER WAKES 
(A revised form : The sleeper awakes : 1909) (1) 


(1) There is no significant difference between the two : “long tiresome 
passages” (Wells’own words, Preface to the 1909 Edition) are cut short, and 
all suggestion of a love interest between Graham and Helen Wotton is 
suppressed. 
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First appeared as a serial in the Graphic, in 1897. 
First published in book form : Harper, London 
(May 1899) 

Graham, a socialist, falls in lethargic sleep : various 
fortunes having been left to him, compound interest finally 
makes him the chief and practically sole owner in an intensely 
capitalistic world with a totally dispossessed proletarian 
class, the state of affairs foretold by Karl Marx : his property 
is controlled for him by a Council of Trustees, the real ruling 
power in the new world, while the blue clad masses of the 
workers have been reduced to practical slavery : destitution 
has disappeared, a day’s food, lodging and amusement being 
always to be had as the salary of a day’s work : their only 
hope is in the awaking of the sleeper. The country and 
villages have been deserted, and the population has concen- 
trated in London under one roof. 

After 203 years, Ostrog, a demagogue, contrives the 
waking of the Sleeper by stimulants, meaning to use him as 
a tool to move the masses into action, and overthrow the 
council : he succeeds, and establishes his own rule, while 
amusing Graham, a keen sportsman, with the delights of 
flying, and the exploration of the new world, in which he is 
nominal master. But Helen Wotton, a niece of Ostrog’s, 
makes Graham conscious of his duty to the masses who have 
longed for his awaking, as the symbol of liberty and the re- 
dress of their wrongs : he puts himself at the head of the 
revolutionists, against Ostrog and the black police he is 
bringing to London in an air-fleet to put down-the riot. He 
falls in an air duel with Ostrog while attempting to delay 
the landing of his forces, but the issue of the pe between 
Ostrog and the people remains uncertain. 


SE 43. TALES OF SPACE AND TIME 
Fisrt publ. : Harper, London (November 1899) 


TST-Ce . THE CRYSTAL EGG 
Mr. Cave, a second-hand dealer; is the possessor of a 


crystal egg which seems to be “en rapport’’ with a similar 
one in the planet Mars, so that a view of conditions on that 
planet can be obtained by gazing into it : but he dies, and 
the crystal is lost. 


TST-st THE STAR 

A meteor, the result of the collision of Neptune with 
a comet, narrowly misses the earth, and greatly alters its 
climate, and the souls of men. 


TST-Ssa A STORY OF THE STONE AGE 

Uya, the Old Man of the tribe, covets the girl Eudena : 
she runs away from him in the company of Ugh-Lomi, a 
young hunter, and escapes pursuit. Ugh-Lomi makes the 
first axe by sticking a branch through a hole in a stone ; 
comes back and kills Uya with it ; kills a cave-bear by dropp- 
ing boulders on him ; drops on to a horse’s back from a tree 
and sticks on for a ride. 

A lion comes to prey on the tribe, whom they believe 
to be the spirit of Uya : they catch and expose Eudena to 
him to appease him : but Ugh-Lomi kills the lion, saves Eude- 
na, defeats the tribe, and becomes Old Man in his turn. 


TST-Sdtc A STORY OF THE DAYS TO COME 

In the 22™' century, in the same London and civilisa- 
tion which are described in When the Sleeper Wakes, one 
Mwres (Morris) wants his daughter Elizabeth to marry Bin- 
don, a rich, middle-aged, repenting debauchee : but she pre- 
fers Denton, a poetic-minded flying-stage attendant. Mwres 
has her hypnotized into forgetting Denton, who however 
obliges the hypnotist to reverse the process. 

They marry against her father’s wish, are ruined, and 
try the great adventure of living in the ruins of a deserted 
village in the abandoned country : bad weather and prowling 
dogs hunt them out of it ; they return to the city, and sink 
from the level of the leisured classes to that of blue-clad 
labour serfs under the Labour Company. Bindon, after 


pursuing them with his hatred, changes his mind, when he 
realises there is nothing for him but Euthanasia : he leaves 


his fortune to her, thus restoring them to their former con- 
dition. 


TST-Mwewm THE MAN COULD WORK MIRACLES 

Mr. Fotheringay, a clerk, suddenly realises that he can 
work miracles by power of will : he starts reforming the world 
under the guidance of Mr. Maydig, a clergyman, till he stops 
the earth in order to get more time, with catastrophic results : 
he wishes all things back in their places, and his miraculous 
power gone. 


LaL 14. LOVE AND Mr. LEWISHAM 
First publ. : Harper, London (June 1900) 


The eighteen year old Mr. Lewisham, an assistant mas- 
ter in a suburban school, has planned a wonderful ‘‘Schema”’ 
of attack upon the world, which is to carry him to the highest 
situation in science and politics, through hard work, method 
and efficiency. He has reckoned without the lures of Mother 
Nature, which he is too weak-willed to resist, in an age when 
the existing—iniquitous—social conditions should make him 
turn a deaf ear to them : the occasion is Ethel Henderson, a 
pretty but common girl, on a visit to friends in the neigh- 
bourhood of the school : the ‘‘scandal’’ of his harmless in- 
trigue with her results in his losing his situation. 

He then becomes a guinea-a-week student at the Nor- 
mal School of Science, South Kensington, and seems to be 
again sailing on the “Career” : Miss Heydinger, a fellow- 
student, in love with him, is willing to be his lodestar and 
shipmate on the voyage to greatness. Unfortunately he 
meets Ethel again, at a mediumistic séance given to the stud- 
ents by Lagune, a rich, credulous amateur spiritualist, whose 
typist she is : Chaffery, the ‘medium’, her stepfather, is 
caught cheating by the students. 

To save Ethel from his influence, Lewisham marries her 


secretly : this is the end of the Career. The cares of bread- 
winning invade his life, he fails at his examinations, even the 
glamour of his marriage soon fades : they fall out, and he is 
near deserting her, on an unjustified suspicion of falseness : 
but the prospect of the coming of a child reconciles him to 
his new “career” as a father. The ‘Schema’ goes to the 
waste-paper basket : he will be asweated schoolmaster through 
life. 


FMM 15. THE FIRST MEN IN THE MOON 
First publ. : Newnes, London (November 1901) 
Epigraph : ‘‘Three thousand stadia from the earth to 
the moon... Marvel not, my comrade, if I appear talking 
to you on superterrestrial and aerial topics. The long and 
the short of the matter is that I am running over the order 
of a Journey I have lately made’’.—Lucian’s Icaromenippus. 


Mr. Cavor, a scientist, invents a substance, Cavorite, 
which is impermeable to gravitation, as others are to different 
sorts of radiations : an object put above a sheet of it becomes 
weightless. He persuades Mr. Bedford, an unscientific but 
keen business man—who thinks of gold—to come with him 
to the moon in a sphere lined with shutters of Cavorite, which 
they can unmask at will, thus getting attracted in whatever 
direction they choose. 

On their landing in the moon, they see some mooncalves 
—the Selenites’ cattle—lose sight of the sphere in the instant- 
ly growing vegetation, get intoxicated by a sort of mushroom 
they eat, are taken prisoners and brought down into the 
interior by man-sized, ant-shaped Selenite shepherds, escape 
again to the surface after a scuffle, and part company, in 
search of the sphere : Bedford finds it just as the lunar- 
night is falling, but cannot find Cavor, whom he thinks to 
have been killed by the Selenites : he returns alone to the 
earth with two heavy bars of gold. 

Some time after his return, Mr. Wendigee, an electri- 
cian, receives wireless messages in English which emanate 


from Cavor in the moon : he has been recaptured, and given 
a chance of studying the lunar civilisation. The Selenites 
live inside their planet : they are of a great many different 
kinds, each being adapted from birth to the work, either brain - 
or hand work, he is meant to perform, by appropriate surgi- 
cal and hypnotical treatment. The master of the moon, the 
Grand Lunar, practically nothing but a big brain several 
yards in diameter, interviews Cavor on earthly conditions, 
through specialists who have learned English from the man : 
he is probably unfavourably impressed by the wickedness 
and folly this account of our planet reveals, for Cavor’s mes- 
sages and calls are interfered with, and then come to a dead 
stop, just as he was going to give the formula of Cavorite. 


sr 16. THE SEA-LADY (A TISSUE OF MOONSHINE) 
First publ. : Methuen, London (August 1902) 


A mermaid in love with a mortal, Chatteris, pretends 
to be drowning, and deludes the Buntings, a middle-class 
family with some pretensions, into believing they have saved 
her. She stays with them as Miss Waters, in the guise of 
an invalid friend, who is wheeled about in a bathchair. She 
has no difficulty in winning Chatteris, a brilliant young man 
with hopes of Parliament, from Adeline Glendower, the Bun- 
tings’ guest, a serious, statistical, politically gifted lady to 
whom he was engaged : he is last seen carrying her into the 
sea. A symbol of the disturbing influence of passion in a 
man’s career. . 


lob 17. TWELVE STORIES AND A DREAM 
Fisrt publ. : Macmillan, London (October 1903) 

TSD-Fi FILMER 

Filmer a timid scientist, invents a practicable flying- 
machine, but commits suicide rather than fly it : one of his 
assistants flies it after his death. 
TSD-MS THE Macic SHOP 

The narrator and his little boy witness all sorts of won- 


derful tricks in a Magic Shop in Regent Street, which is not 
there when they look for it again. 


TSD-VS THE VALLEY OF SPIDERS 

Three men, master and servants, in pursuit of a fugitive 
half-caste girl in a wilderness : a bank of sailing spiders, one 
foot from leg to leg, stops them : one servant a victim to them, 
the other to his master. ~ 


TSD-TaP THE TRUTH ABOUT PYECRAFT 

A recipe “‘for Loss of Weight’ is so successful that the 
patient’s weight is reduced to nil, and he has to wear ‘lead- 
ballasted underclothing to be able to get about. 


TSD-MrSiF Mr. SKELMERSDALE IN FAIRYLAND 

A country grocer, he falls asleep in the open, one night, 
wakes up in Fairyland, spends three weeks there, makes 
love to the Fairy Lady, and remains ever after melancholy. 


TSD-IG THE INEXPERIENCED GHOST 

A robust unbeliever catches a weak ghost, a failure in 
life, a failure in the world of ghosts, helps him to ‘“‘go back”’ 
by means of passes, falls dead when he tries them on him- 
self. 


TSD-JGG JimMy GOGGLES THE GoD 

A sailor, diving for salvage, emerges among Papuans 
who have murdered his companions, and who mistake him 
for a god : he lives up to the part for four months. 


TSD-NA THE NEw ACCELERATOR 

The invention of professor Gibberne : it accelerates the 
vital rythm so that the world around the user of it seems to 
stand still. 


TSD-MrLV Mr. LEDBETTER’S VACATION 

A clerical schoolmaster, he enters a house by night to 
prove his courage to himself ; it happens to be the meeting 
place of a gang who carry him off to sea and maroon him on 
an island to prevent his telling tales. 


TSD-Sb THE STOLEN BODY 

An investigator in psychic science projects himself out 
of his body, which is stolen and damaged by an evil spirit, 
into a world of vague expectant shapes : he communicates 
with his friends through a medium and regains possession 
of his property. : 


TSD-MrBt Mr. BRISHER’S TREASURE 

He discovers a box of half-crowns in his prospective 
father-in-law’s garden, but fails to take it away : the old man 
unwisely circulates them : they were counterfeit. 


TSD-MWH Miss WINCHELSEA’S HEART 
She refuses Mr. Snooks, an entirely eligible young man, 


‘because of his name : a clever friend suggests to him to change 


it and marries him. 


TSD-dA A DREAM OF ARMAGEDDON 

Cooper, a Liverpool solicitor, lives a second life in his 
dreams, as Hedon, a political leader two hundred years hence, 
who gives up his party for love in the pleasure-island of 
Capri : war ensues, and he and his lady are killed while 
trying to escape between the two armies. 


FG 18. THE FOOD OF THE GODS, snp How IT CAME 
TO EARTH 
First publ. : Macmillan, London (September 1904) 


Two scientists, Bensington and Redwood, invent a stuff 
which multiplies the growth of living things 5 or 6 times. 
Their first experiments on chickens are conducted in an out 
of the way farm under the management of a couple of poul.-. 
try growers, the Skinners : leakages of the Food lead to out- 
bursts of giant wasps and rats, which are put down by the 
drastic intervention of Cossar, an enterprising engineer. 

Redwood has been the first to give the Food—Hera- 
kleophorbia, or, popularly, Boomfood—to his boy ; Cossar 
also gives it to his three boys ; Winkles, the Redwoods’ doc- 
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tor, an ambitious meddler, gives it to the little Princess of 
Weser-Dreiburg : a number of other children also take it ; 
Mrs. Skinner has stolen cans of it and given it to her grand- 
child, young Caddles. Thus a race of giants, from 30 to 40 
feet high, develop side by side with the common race of men : 
Redwood and Cossar educate theirs very much along H. G. 
Wells’ lines in Mankind in the Making; but Caddles, a peas- 
ant’s son, is kept at work in a chalkpit by law and order, in 
the person of Lady Wondershoot and the village Vicar. Giant 
vegetation develops in many parts of England. A violent 
agitation against the Food, and “for the preservation of 
natural proportions’, is started by Caterham, a politi— 
cian. 

Things come to a crisis when he gets office at a General 
Election : he tries to forbid the meetings of young Redwood 
and the giant Princess, who have fallen in love, and delivers 
a treacherons attack on the giants everywhere, several 
being killed : but the Cossars have built a stronghold : they 
hold their own ; and Caterham has to send Redwood to them 
with proposals of a peace, and of the setting apart of a cer- 
tain region of the earth for the giants, on the condition the 
Food is put an end to : they refuse, and the book closes on 
a vision of their preparations for the inevitable war between 
great and small. Caddles, the giant simpleton, has strayed 
into London, and been shot by the police after robbing bakers’ 
shops. 


MV 19. A MODERN UTOPIA 
First publ. ; Macmillan, London (April 1905) 


The inclusion of A Modern Utiopa—the description 
of a better world, in essence a dogmatic work—in a review 
of Wells's fiction, is justified by the peculiar device of pre- - 
sentation adopted by the writer. 

The book is in the form of a discourse by ‘the Owner 
of the Voice’, a traveller in Utopia ; while on a tour in the 
Alps with a friend, the Botanist, they suddenly find them- 


peat: Mes 
selves in Utopia, topographically the same as our own pla- 


net. They put up at an inn, report themselves at a Labour 
Office, are given employment as toy carvers, are found in 


‘the general index of the inhabitants to coincide with two 


others already there : the Owner of the Voice meets his Uto- 
pian double, who explains things to him : the Samurais, an 
order of voluntary noblemen, are in charge of most of the 
important state work. Descriptions of actual events wit- 
nessed, and individual Utopians met, alternate with syste- 
matical discussions of Utopian conditions. The Botanist, 
all through the journey, is under the cloud ofan early disap- 
pointment in love. Both men wake up to find themselves 
in familiar, dismal London. 


K 20. KIPPS, THE STORY OF A SIMPLE SOUL 
First publ. : Macmillan, London (October 1905) 


Arthur Kipps, ‘‘a simple soul’, the illegitimate child 
of a rich young man and a poor girl, has been brought up, 
after his parents’ death, by his uncle and aunt, small shop- 
keepers in Romney. His schooling in the ‘Cavendish Aca- 
demy”’ is a mere fraudulent pretence, and turns him out the 
same ignorant, unprepared-for-life youngster as millions of 
his class. He has formed a tender friendship with Ann Por- 
nick, the daughter of a neighbour of the same class, whose 
brother Sid is his principal chum : but they have to part when 
Kipps is apprenticed to Mr. Shalford, a draper and keeper 
of an ‘‘Emporium” in Folkestone, while Ann, on her side, 
becomes a servant. 

At Shalford’s, Kipps’s life is for several years made up 
of the severe drudgery and discomfort of all shop-assistants, 
with just a little silly flirting with the shop-girls for relaxa- 
tion, and the wood-carving classes of Miss Walsingham, a 
superior person he admires very much, for intellectual enlight- 
enment. One evening, however, he gets on such friendly 
terms with Chitterlow, a bohemian actor and playwright, 
who has accidentally knocked him down with his bicycle, 


that he stays out all night, and is turned out of his situation 
the next morning. Just while he is “crib-hunting”’, Chitter- 
low’s eye is caught by a notice in a newspaper, in which in- 
quiries are made concerning one Arthur Waddy Kipps, to 
whom a fortune has been left : Mr. Waddy was Kipps’s grand- 
father : Kipps suddenly finds himself a rich man, the owner 
of a fine house, and £ 1200 a year. 

He soon falls a victim to the allurements of Miss Helen 
Walsingham, his former teacher and goddess, and her family : 
under show of raising him to his proper, really their own pre- 
tentious level of idle, empty gentility, they launch him on a 
career of ridiculous affectation and false gentlemanliness he 
is totally unfit for : Mr. Coote, a would-be expert and perfect 
gentleman, takes the chief part in his tuition. Kipps is 
easily manceuvred into an engagement with Helen, and trusts 
his money and interests in the hands of her brother, a doubt- 
ful solicitor with pretentions to genius. 

Salvation comes in the shape of Ann Pornick, whom he 
finds a servant in the house of a grand acquaintance of the 
Walsinghams : the old love comes back again, and he runs 
away from Helen and marries Ann in London. This does not 
prevent Young Walsingham from making away with his mo- 

ney : but Chitterlow, whom Kipps had helped with money 
to launch a new play, makes a world success of it, and abun- 
dantly repays his friend, whom he considers a partner in the 
enterprise : Kipps becomes a happy, prosperous book-seller 
in Hythe. 


DoC 21. IN THE DAYS OF THE COMET 
First publ. : Macmillan, London (September 1906) 

Epigraph : “The World’s Great Age begins anew, 

The Golden Years return, 

The Earth does like a Snake renew 

Her Winter Skin outworn : 

Heaven smiles, and Faiths and Empires gleam 

Like Wrecks of a Dissolving Dream.” 


The book is the story of the wonderful Change which 
comes over mankind when a comet comes near enough to 
the earth to effect an alteration in the atmosphere : green 
vapours overcome all living creatures during three hours, 
and when they dissipate the Change is accomplished : wick- 
edness and prejudice have fallen from men’s souls as plaster 
from a wall, and Utopia has become just the evident thing 

to do. 
, The story is told in the new age by William Leadford, 
a hale and hearty old man. At the time of the Change, he 
is a gawky youth of eighteen, a clerk in a pot-bank of the 
Four Towns, a dreary industrial district in the Midlands, 
with insufficient education, a thirst for knowledge, and violent 
hatred of the privileged classes. He is engaged to Nettie 
Stuart, a girl who runs away with Edward Verral, a brilliant 
University man, on whose estate her father is a gardener. 
Leadford discovers their place of refuge, and is actually in 
the act of shooting at them when the Green Vapours come : 
a war has broken out between England and France on one 
side, and Germany on the other, and a sea-fight is in progress 
at the same time. . 

After the vapours have gone, men set about building 
Utopia. Leadford can feel no more hatred or jealousy of 
the lovers, though he feels compelled to go away from them 
for some time, and marries Anna Reeves, who has nursed 
his mother on her death-bed : but we are given to understand 
that, in the course of time, he becomes Nettie’s lover as well, 
neither her husband nor his wife having any objection, and 
the four living on happily as a ménage a quatre ! 


WiA 22. .THE WAR. IN -ITHE- AIR 
First publ. : Bell, London (October 1908) 


About the middle of the 20'* century, when mono-rails 
have long superseded the railways, most European and Asia- 
tic nations have solved the problem of flying, and more or 
less secretly constructed war airships and aeroplanes. Ger- 


many, thinking she has left all rivals far behind, seizes upon 
the opportunity of a futile quarrel with America to attack 
her with a fleet of airships and companion aeroplanes, the 
Drachenflieger, starting from a park in Franconia : the chief 
of this Armada is Prince Karl Albert, “‘the German Alexan- 
der”. About the same time, Butteridge, an eccentric En- 
glishman, has built a wasp-like flying-machine, far superior 
to anything extant, which England haggles and Germany 
yearns to buy. On the eve of the German attack on New 
York, he tries to escape to Germany in a balloon with his 
plans and drawings, and a mistress : they are nearly wrecked 
on Dymchurch beach, and their place in the car is accidentally 
and unwillingly taken by a rescuer, Bert Smallways, a bicycle 
mender out of luck, who had been trying to mend his fortunes 
as a Pierrot on the sands. When the balloon is brought 
down in Franconia, Bert is mistaken for Butteridge, and for- 
cibly embarked on the expedition against New York in the 
Vaterland, the Prince’s airship. 

He is soon found out, but alloved to remain on board ; 
is a witness of the destruction of New York by bombs from 
the airships, and of the ineffectual efforts of the air-fleet to 
reduce the country, which they can terrify and murder, but 
not govern. Ina fight with American dirigibles, the Vater- 
land is disabled, and drifts to Labrador : the crew call for 
help by wireless, and are fetched back by another airship. 

At the first news of the German attack upon America, 
the Eastern Confederation—Japan and China, the latter for 
some time modernised by the former—enters the field of the 
air with thousands uporr thousands of airships and aeroplanes 
far superior to the German types. They destroy the Ger- 
man force at Niagara, over the camp they had seized and set 
on American ground for revictualling purposes. Bert, who 
had fortunately been forgotten on land in the hurry of clear- 
ing for action, finds himself stranded on Goat Island, in the 
middle of the river, with all bridges cut : troublesome com- 
panions turn up in the person of Prince Karl and an officer, 


the sole survivors of their ship : a little war is fought for the 
possession of food and a slightly damaged Japanese aeroplane: 
Bert kills the Prince, puts his attendant to flight, learns to 
fly the machine, and escapes from the island. He carries 
the plans of the Butteridge aeroplane, which he had found 
in the balloon and has never lost, to the American President. 
He succeeds in returning to England and finds his sweetheart 
Edna again, 

The war in the air ends in a general collapse of the struc- 
ture of human society : in the course of five years, all civili- 
sation is practically at an end. There can be no peace be- 
tween frantic, hysterical belligerents, and even if there could 
be, the governments have lost all power of control over indi- 
viduals. Famine, and a pestilence, the Purple Death, follow 
on the unending war to finish mankind. The few survivors 
everywhere return to sordid, self-centred, cow and pig-keep- 
ing life amidst the ruins of the old towns. 


TB -23. TONO-BUNGAY 
(A NOVEL WITH TWO HEROES) 
First publ. ; Macmillan, London (February 1909) 


George Ponderevo, the son of Lady Drew’s housekeeper 
at Bladesover House, cannot find himself part of the rigid 
system regulating every one’s place under the Victorian manor- 
and-village type of civilization : he makes childish love to 
Beatrice Normandy, a poor noble relative of the lady, and 
is sent away. 

He is apprenticed to his uncle Edward, a chemist at 
Wimblehurst, with a pushing business spirit, who ruins him 
by speculation. He is a promising science student in London 
when, a victim to the same lure that was the undoing of Lewis- 
ham, he gives up science, like Trafford in Marriage, and accept 
to become his uncle’s assistant in the launching of Tono- 
Bungay, an empty patent medicine, in order to marry Marion 
Ramboat, a shallow girl : the marriage.is unfortunate and a 
divorce follows. 
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Edward Ponderevo makes a rocket-like career on Tono- 
Bungay, adding many different interests to the original con- 
cern, constantly rising from smaller to bigger house, finally 
undertaking the building of a princely place, at one time 
seeing the whole world of business at his feet. When the 
fundamental unsoundness of his position begins to be threa- 
tening, George makes an adventurous voyage to Africa to 
steal a store of valuable radio-active stuff, the ship being lost 
on the return trip : the crash cannot be avoided. 

George is enabled by wealth to turn back to his old scien- 
tific pursuits, and makes discoveries in the field of theoretic- 
al and practical aeronautics, becoming an FRS, When his 
uncle finally becomes bankrupt, he gets him out of the coun- 
try in an airship of his design : Edward soon dies in a small 
inn near the Franco-Spanish frontier. His wife, Susan, a 
kindly, humorous nature, always half incredulous of her hus- 
band’s fortune, has accompanied him through thick and thin. 

George is for some time the lover of Beatrice Normandy, 
who has become a rich nobleman’s mistress, but the essential 
interest in his life is science : we leave him building destroyers. 
He tells the story. 

The novel is essentially a criticism of the unsoundness 
of our competitive society, which crowns the humbug, and 
a stricture on Waste. 


AV 24. ANN VERONICA 
First publ. : Unwin, London (October 1909) 


Ann Veronica Stanley, a brilliant girl, the last of five 
children to remain at home, feels dissatisfied with the narrow- 
ness of her life : her father, whose pastimes are petrography 
and reading novels, is incapable of understanding this puzzl- 
ing daughter ; her aunt is an old-fashioned spinster : they 
refuse to let her pursue serious biological studies. Their 
refusal to let her go to a fancy-dress dance with the Widgetts, 
her light-headed artistic friends, leads to a crisis. 

She goes to live by herself in London : her hopes of making 


an independent living are soon crushed : she imprudently 
accepts a loan of money, and his “friendship”, from Ramage, 
an elderly acquaintance, a loose liver, till his real intentions 
come to light in a “cabinet particulier”, to which he has taken 
her for dinner : she breaks away from him after a violent 
scene. As a reaction, her disappointment makes her fall 
back on the suffrage movement : she takes part in a raid on 
the House of Commons, is arrested, and made to serve a month 
imprisonment : in prison, she realises that she does not hold 
with the man-hating spirit of a section of the suffragettes. 
She returns home in apparent submission, and accepts to 
become engaged to Manning, a Ruskin-infected woman- 
worshipper, whose proposal, and protection—the thing she 
loathes of all things—she had obstinately refused. 

In the meantime she has taken up and carried’ on biolo- 
gical study at the Central Imperial College under Russel the 
scientist, and fallen in love with Capes, his demonstrator. 
Although he is a married man living separated from his wife, 
and unable to obtain a divorce, he, too, falls in love with her : 
after a time, they go to live as man and wife, beginning with 
a runaway honeymoon in Switzerland. They marry as soon 
as they become able to, and Ann Veronica’s father = ~ c 
become outwardly reconciled to them, although the yulf will 
never be bridged. 


P 25. THE HISTORY OF Mr. POLLY 
First publ. : Nelson, London (April 1910) 


Alfred Polly, the son of a small music and bicycle shop- 
keeper, has left school at fourteen, “uncertain about the 
spelling and pronunciation of most of the words in our beau- 
tiful but abundant and perplexing tongue”, as well as about 
most other things. He is apprenticed in the Port Burdock 
Drapery Bazaar, where he forms a glorious friendship with 
Parsons and Platt, two hilarious youths of his own years. 
After losing his place, he tries various other “cribs”, when, 
on his father’s death, he suddenly finds himself the inheritor 


of some money. His cousins, the Johnsons, with whom he 
stays for some time, persuade him to invest it in a haberdash- 
er’s shop in Fishbourne ; he is caught and married by Miriam 
Larkins, one of three girl-cousins of his, and they have hopes 
of a happy future. 

The story of his life is thenceforward the drama of the 
slowly sinking shopkeeper throttled by the big stores : he 
comes to hate, and quarrel with, his neighbours and rivals, as 
well as his wife, whose cooking has ruined his digestion. He 
makes an end of things by setting his shop on fire, the confla- 
gration extending to the whole neighbourhood, but forgets 
to commit suicide, as he had intended to, and runs away, a 
happy tramp, from shop, wife and neighbours. 

He finds a haven of rest in the Potwell Inn, the property 
of a kindly, sleepy Plump Woman, who takes him on as man 
of all work : but he does not really enjoy his happiness till, 
after three memorable campaigns, he has defeated Uncle 
Jim, the Plump Woman’s nephew, a rough, and a terror to 
the place : Jim is ultimately drowned in Polly’s clothes, thus 
accrediting a belief in his death. After five years, Polly 
revisits Fishbourne and his wife, who has set up a new shop 
on the insurance money : she recognises him at once, but they 
easily agree not to put an end to his “death”, and their 
mutual comfort. 


NM 26. THE NEW MACHIAVELLI 
First publ. : Lane, London (January 1911) 

Epigraph : “A closer examination... shows that Abelard 

was a Nominalist under a new name”. 
G. H. Lewes. Hist. Philos. 

“It suffices for our immediate purpose that tender-mind- 
ed and tough-minded people... do both exist.” 
. WILLIAM JAMES. Pragmatism. 


The title is justified by the similarity in situation be- 
tween Machiavelli and the hero, both writing in retirement 


of their dream of state-craft and the making of a better world, 
after failure in their political career. 

Richard Remington, the son of a science teacher, has 
been bitten from early youth by the white passion of states- 
manship, the desire to bring order and plenty into the world : 
but he has reckoned without the power for passion in him, 
and the disturbing influence of love. He is a brilliant Cam- 
bridge man, a lecturer in political science. After several 
purely sensual adventures, he marries Margaret, a kind, 
thoughtful, devoted, but. not very sharp girl, under the aus- 
pices of the Baileys, a couple of wire-pulling, managing, pas- 
sionless Socialists of the administrative School, thinking he 
has come to a haven of rest. He is returned to Parliament 
as a liberal in 1906, and for a time all things go well with him. 
His first estrangement from his wife comes when he thinks 
he can see more hopes of creative activity with a section of 
the Conservatives, resigns his seat, and creates a New Tory 
Party. He is triumphantly returned again at a by-election 
as a conservative, with the Endowment of Motherhood— 
a scheme for the paiment of a salary to all mothers as such, 
as doing a service to the state—the chief item in his platform. » 
He seems to be on his way to the Cabinet. 

But love trips him : Isabel Rivers, a beautiful girl, who 
first did electioneering work for him, becomes his mistress : 
he tries to end it by going to America, returns to her : their 
secret becomes public through the spite of an occasional 
secretary : Remington tells his wife, to be first with the news. 
He and Isabel agree to part : she is to marry a gentleman 
who accepts her in full knowledge of the case. But love is 
stronger : Remington forsakes wife, Parliament and life- 
work for his mistress, and leaves for abroad with her, 
there to live an outcast, and a poor, never really happy 
man. 

The story is generally considered as reminiscent of Par- 
nell’s case, and the Baileys as a caricatural portrait of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sidney Webb. According to Wells’s own words, 


it is “the Sea Lady rewritten and done into tragedy and real-

First publ. : Nelson, London (August Ig11) 

A collection of 33 short stories, out of which only 5 are 
new, with an introduction in which the author explains the 
genesis and process of his short-story writing. The 5 new 
stories are : 


CB-AVoJ A VISION OF JUDGMENT 

On the day of Judgment, a wicked tyrant boasts of his 
crimes, a saint of his holiness : the recording angel makes 
both crimes and holiness look ridiculous : they both flee up 
God’s sleeve for shame. 


CB-EoA THE EMPIRE OF THE ANTS 

Gigantic, intelligent ants, conquer a region in South 
America from the men : a Brazilian gunboat, sent against 
them, is helpless. 


CB-DiW THE Door IN THE WALL 

In the crucial moments of his life, Lionel Wallace, a pro- 
minent politician, passes a mysterious door, which once, as 
a small boy, he pushed open, thus passing into a wonder gar- 
den, where divine creatures lived : he will be found dead at 
the bottom of a shaft surrounded by a palisade, the door of 
which he has passed. 


CB-CB THE COUNTRY OF THE BLIND 

Nunez, a guide, slips down a slope of snow into a valley 
inhabited by a blind race, and finds himself their inferior in 
ability, in spite of the advantage of sight : he nearly allows 
himself to be blinded for the love of one of their daughters, 
but changes his mind and escapes. 


CB-BS THE BEAUTIFUL SUIT 
A small boy becomes infatuated with the beautiful suit

M 28. MARRIAGE 
First publ. ; Macmillan, London (September 1912) 
Epigraph : ‘And the Poor Dears haven’t the shadow of 
a doubt they will live happily ever afterwards. From a 
Private Letter. 
Dedication :; Fraternally to Arnold Bennett. 


Richard Trafford, a brilliant young scientist, in whose 
family devotion to research is traditional, effects a forced and 
violent landing; while piloting a rich friend’s aeroplane, on 
the lawn of a house taken for the summer by the family of 
Mr. Pope, a retired coach-builder, a tyrannical man and a 
determined opponent of mechanical progress. He falls in 
love with Marjorie, the second of Pope’s daughters, a beau- 
tiful girl : she was engaged to Magnet, a middle-aged, world- 
famous, wealthy writer of humorous books and plays : she 
breaks with him, and as soon as she comes of age, elopes to 
be married to Trafford. 

After a fine honeymoon in Switzerland, they come home : 
Marjorie’s weakness is reckless spending, which obliges Traff- 
ord to neglect research for money-hunting, and endangers 
their understanding. During a trip to Switzerland, they 
fall in among a set of Trafford’s rich friends, who openly 
acknowledge they fight the world for their wives and chil- 
dren : Trafford realizes that his wife is meant to shine in 
brilliant surroundings, gives up research, and makes a for- 
tune in synthetic rubber. Four children are born to them. 

Although now a prosperous man, with everything to 
heart’s desire, Trafford feels discontent creeping over and 
darkening his life : he is worried by a sense of fall, and unful- 
filment of his higher possibilities, with his wife just a money- 
spending machine. He persuades her to come with him to 
Labrador, to spend a winter face to face with hard necessity 
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and their own thoughts, in order to think out the true value 
and meaning of life. Light comes to them, chiefly to her—_ 
for he had known all along—after she has rescued him from 
death in the snow when he had been wounded by a lynx : 
there are higher things than money and comfort : woman’s 
mission is to be her man’s helpmate in the good fight for 
world-order : she will now try to be true to it. 


PF 29. THE PASSIONATE FRIENDS 
First publ. : Macmillan, London (September 1913) 
Epigraph : ‘There are at least two sorts of women”’... 
Otto Limburger. 
Dedication : To L. E. N. S. 


Stephen Stratton, a clergyman’s son, with an impulse 
to the service of mankind, is brought up from childhood in 
close contact with Lady Mary Christian, the daughter of the 
neighbouring manor, and they fall in love, a beautiful and 
noble-minded pair. His construction of the situation is 
that she cannot but marry him as a matter of course, but 
she even refuses to consider becoming a poor man’s wife, and 
marries Justin, a middle-aged, immensely rich business-man, 
on the understanding that she will be only a nominal wife 
to him. Stratton volunteers and distinguishes himself 
in the Boer War, from which he returns an adept of the Wells- 
ian faith of the great destiny of man in a world-state. 

On his return, love trips him : he becomes Mary Justin’s 
lover, and they are found out by her husband, who carries 
her away to a secluded house in Ireland, Stratton vainly 
attempting to join her : the scandal is but imperfectly sup- 
pressed : Mary is made to agree to be separated from Stratton, 
and he to go abroad for three years. 

He comes back, a still more confirmed believer in the 
Wellsian gospel, marries Rachel More, a perfect wife to him, 
and, with the financial backing of a rich American friend, 
starts a world-wide publishing enterprise for the education 


of the world, somewhat on Mankind in the Making lines. 
Lady Mary, now the mother of two children of Justin, writes 
letters to him, in which she states the case of the modern 
woman, aimless in a world of increased possibilities. Chance 
leads to his meeting her in a Swiss inn, in which they spend 
an innocent day of recollection and thought together : news 
of this reaches Justin, who starts divorce proceedings : a scan- 
dal is inevitable : but, to avoid it, Mary kills herself, a woman 
who refused to be any man’s property, a victim to the stupid 
jealousy of an unadvanced age. 

The book is in the form of a memoir for Stratton’s little 
son, to be read when he is a man, as a ere Taiag against the 
pitfall of sex. 


WSF 30. THE WORLD SET FREE 
First publ. : Macmillan, London (May 1914) 
Dedication : To Frederic Soddy’s ‘Interpretation of 
Radium” this story, which owes long passages to the eleventh 
chapter of that book, acknowledges and inscribes itself. 


In the course of the 20'" century, mankind discovers 
and annexes a tremendous source of docile energy, by the 
release and harnessing of atomic disintegration in the com 
moner substances, the work of Holsten, a scientist, in the 
year 1933 : it is first applied to the construction of cheap 
motor-cars and aeroplanes for all, the result being a complete 
collapse of the whole social and economic fabric of society, 
through the rapid annihilation of old industrial values. 
In 1958, a war breaks out between the Central Powers on one 
side, and the Slav Confederacy, with France and England 
coming to the rescue, on the other. The slow-moving brains 
of the military classes, in both camps, begin with an ineffec- 
tive show of the old fashioned type of war, with infantry, 
cavalry and artillery : but enterprising aviators, first German, 
then French, strike deadly blows at the enemy capitals, by 
attacking them with secretly made atomic bombs, which, 
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when once started, go on exploding to the end of time with 
only very slowly diminishing intensity : Paris and Berlin are 
soon unapproachable furnaces of roaring, unquenchable 
fire : and in the course of a few months, the war fury becoming 
madder and madder, the same fate overtakes more than 
200 other cities. The Central Powers parry an outflanking 
march of the French and British in Holland by bursting the 
dykes with atomic bombs, and thus putting the country 
under water. The events are presented through the memoirs 
of one Frederick Barnet, a British infantry officer. 

There is no course left to mankind, but unification under 
one government, if war is to be put an end to, and the race 
saved from extinction : the initiative is taken by Leblanc, 
the French ambassador at Washington : at his call, 93 rulers 
and representative men from all countries assemble on a 
meadow above Brissago in Switzerland : one young King, 
Egbert, is the first to give up his crown in the hands of the 
world government, and his example is followed by all. One 
sovereign only, Ferdinand Charles of the Balkans, “‘the Slavic 
Fox”’, eludes abdication, and later tries to destroy the world 
council with secretly preserved atomic bombs, and make 
himself Emperor of the world at one stroke : but he is ultim- 
ately defeated and killed. The council then sets to work 
rebuilding things on a World-state plan, and atomic energy, 
now used for constructive purposes instead of war, enables 
it to abolish toil, and mankind to develop in the direction 
of a race of artists. The concluding chapters of the book 
contain the death-bed teaching of Marcus Karenin, a man 
prominent in the reconstruction of the world, and an expo- 
nent of Wellsian thought. 


WSIH 31. THE WIFE OF SIR ISAAC HARMAN 
First publ. : Macmillan, London (October 1914) 
Sir Isaac Harman, a grasping, sickly, bilious, immensely 
successful business-man, the founder and owner of the Inter- 
national Bread and Cake stores, has married, when nearly 


forty, Ellen Sawbridge, a beautiful, penniless girl of seventeen : 
she is rushed from school to matrimony and motherhood— 
four children in seven years—without any knowledge of the 
realities of life. Sir Isaac considers he has “won” her and 
treats her as property, with every conceivable kindness, short 
of recognition she is a human creature entitled to a free life, 
intellectually and socially. Her rebellion is slow : for some 
time she does not realise its true import. Rather imprudent 
conversations with Mr. Brumley, a widowed, chivalrous, inef- 
fective novelist, whose house Harman buys for a week-end 
place, reveal to her a possible relation of woman to man other 
than her pampered slavery : though they never go beyond 
furtive afternoon trips and teas in the London parks. She 
falls under the sway of showy, noisy suffragettes, from whom 
Harman thinks to save her by carrying her to the country, 
and playing Petruchio to her Shrew. She escapes from prac- 
tical imprisonment and vents her discontent by the suffra- 
gette’s favourite means, smashing of a post-office window, 
and the consequent month in jail. 

After her release, she comes to a kind of agreement with 
Harman, which makes her comparatively free : she persua- 
des him to build model boarding-houses for the waitresses 
in his shops, and takes the girls’ side when his passion for 
organisation turns the places to barrack-like institutions. 
Harman’s failing health and deep-seeing, though not actually 
founded, jealousy of Brumley, carry them to Italy : he dies 
of a stroke, after opening an ambiguous letter to his wife, 
in which Brumley indulged in impassioned declaration. Her 
first feeling is of unqualified release, and resolve to be free 
to the end : but she cannot resist the exhibition of Brumley’s 
grief : he will get the reward of his five-years long, unfalter- 
ing devotion. 


Bo 32. BOON 
THE MIND OF THE RACE, THE WILD ASSES OF THE DEVIL, 
AND THE LAST TRUMP

The book is neither a romance nor a novel proper, but a 
discussion of social problems under the guise of a three times 
repeated, progressive fiction : H. G. Wells introduces Reginald 
Bliss, the worthy, only moderately clever editor of the lite- 
rary remains of Boon, an enthusiastic, religiously fervid sup- 
porter of the Mind of the Race idea—the chief tenet of Wells- 
ian faith before the discovery of God the Invisible King ; 
and Boon’s posthumous books, of which fragments are given, 
with indications of the author’s intentions as to their wind- 
ing up, and copious commentary, are three in number : 

The Mind of the Race, in which Hallery, a fanatic expon- 
ent of Wellsian ideas, presides over a grotesque Congress 
of the wits of the time—mostly contemporary men of letters, 
or repute, with a few imaginary characters—for the revival 
of literature in a dull age ; 

The Wild Asses of the Devil, in which a comfortable 
*‘Author” starts in pursuit of these animals, which have es- 
caped from Hell, and parade in the guise of prominent poli- 
ticians, or as the embodiment of social stupidities, with Mili- 
tarism, the chief of them, trampling on the body of mankind ; 

The Last Trump, in which the trumpet of judgment being 
blown through an accident for a fraction of a second, some few 
men have a lightning-like vision of the Kingdom of God, 
whereas the bulk are not in the least disturbed in the comfor- 
table, ineradicable, mean pettiness and foolishness of their 
lives. 


Boon, the expression of the intense misery of 1914, stands 
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out among H. G. Wells’s works as the book of doubt : Bliss, 
Boon, Hallery and the ‘‘Author” are more or less spokesmen 
of Wells : Boon, the Hero, is made to die, a broken-hearted 
man, in the beginning of December 1914. The book contains 
many humorous sketches by the author. 


Be 33. BEALBY, A HOLIDAY 
First publ. : Methuen, London (July 1915) 


Bealby, the stepson of Mr. Darling, a gardener on Sir 
Peter Laxton’s, the Peptonized Milk and Baby Soother ma- 
gnate’s, residence, Shonts, objects to becoming a servant : 
when put under the footmen to wait upon them, for a start 
in life, he quarrels with them, and sticks a toast-fork into the 
face of one : a pursuit ensues, in which he runs upstairs, and 
accidentally butts in the back the Lord Chancellor, the lion 
of a week-end party given by Lady Laxton. His Lordship 
construes the collision as a practical joke of Captain Douglas, 
a cousin of Lady Laxton, whose prospects of a career will 
be ruined unless he vindicates his character. 

Bealby escapes into the surrounding country : while 
ponds are being dredged and secret corridors searched for 
his body, he has joined, as boy of all work, the caravan party 
of Miss Philips, a beautiful actress with whom Captain Dou- 
glas is very much in love, and two of her lady friends : his 
clumsiness leads to the caravan’s bolt and crash down a hill. 
He then falls in with a picturesque, unsavoury tramp, who, 
after they have kept company for a little while, tries to make 
him his accomplice in attempted pilfering. He runs away 
from his companion, only to find a placard has been put up 
offering a reward for news of his whereabouts. He is nearly 
run to earth in the little town of Crayminster after a great 
battle with the local shopkeepers, only to fall into the hands 
of Captain Douglas, who has been scouring the country, look- 
ing for him, on his motor-bicycle. 

But the Lord Chancellor cannot grasp the real state of 
affairs, even when the exhausted, crushed, ununderstanding 
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Bealby is brought to him : Captain Douglas will renounce 
the love of Miss Philips for the worthier pursuit of military 
flying ; and the repentant Bealby will beg for another try 
at steward’s-room boy. 


RM 34. THE RESEARCH MAGNIFICENT 
First publ. : Macmillan, London (September 1915) 


William Porphyry Benham, the son of a schoolmaster 
whose whife has deserted him for a rich lover, then for a rich 
second husband, is haunted from youth by an intense long- 
ing for the aristocratic life in the higher meaning of the word : 
renunciation of self, and work for the World State and the 
Kingdom of God on earth, according to the Wellsian gospel. 
He sets himself the task of conquering the four limitations 
of human nature, the source of all human evil : fear, indul- 
gence, jealousy and prejudice. 

He thinks he has found an ally and helpmate in Amanda 
Morris, a brilliant girl, whose desire of “‘the Whole World” 
he misconstrues into a yearning for aristocracy akin to his 
own : she really meant London and enjoyment. After a 
spirited, adventurous honeymoon in Eastern Europe, she 
brings him back, but fails to keep him for a long time, though 
she conquers his mother and bears him a son. Benham is 
soon away all over the world, in pursuit of the secret of hu- 
man divisions and discomforts. Amanda becomes the mis- 
tress of Sir Philip Easton, a simply normal man, to whom 
Benham just gives her up, starting again on his travels with- 
out even the formality of a divorce : not without a hard in- 
ward fight. 

He visits Russia, India, America, Russia again, China, 
South Africa, sometimes in the company of Prothero, an old 
school-friend, a Cambridge don, an advocate and exponent 
of the richness of the lower levels of life, who is finally killed 
in a gambling-den in China. Benham at last comes to the 
conception of God the Invisible king on Wellsian lines, 
and somewhat thinks of himself as an uncrowned king of the 


world, a New Haroun al Raschid. He is killed trying to stop 
a street-fight between soldiers and strikers in Johannesburg 
in 1913. 

White, a journalist, an old school-fellow, and the wit- 
ness of his tragic end, is supposed to go through his papers 
after his death, 


MrB. 35. MR. BRITLING SEES IT THROUGH 
First publ. : Cassell, London (September 1916) 


Mr. Britling, a prosperous man of letters of human- 
itarian and cosmopolitan disposition, and a nearer self-por- 
trait of Wells than any other character of his, lives a pros- 
perous life of ease, work and pleasure, in his house, at Match- 
ing’s Easy, Essex : his chief attachment in life is to his son by 
a first wife, Hugh ; his second wife—by whom he is the father 
of two other sons—has long fallen from the rank of mate to 
that of a pleasant companion and housekeeper ; and even 
Mrs. Harrowdean, a brilliant young widow in the neighbour-. 
hood, is to him more of a relaxation, after many others, than 
of a real passion. 

July 1914 darkens his sky, and August calls an end to 
his comfortable indolence. At first an obstinate unbeliever 
in the reality of the German danger, through deep-rooted 
faith in the sanity of mankind, he becomes, in a second phase, 
a red-hot denouncer of the devilish monster that has fallen 
across the path to progress, and believer in the near end of 
all war, if only Germany is brought down to her knees : he 
even attempts to enlist, but is rejected. Doubt comes, in a 
third period, when Hugh joins Kitchener’s men, and, after 
a brief term of training at home, sends him, in his letters 
from France, a picture of the utter aimlessness, folly and 
futility of the war, when seen at close quarters. Hugh is 
killed, and Mr. Britling, after a dreadful shock, comes to cer- 
tainty in a fourth and last mood : men, like himself, in all 
countries, are becoming conscious of their brotherhood under 
the captaincy of God the Invisible King : and these wasted 


young lives were the price mankind had to pay for its great 
reunion. 

Side-intrigues are : the fate of Teddy, Britling’s secre- 
tary, reported killed, and only wounded and a prisoner ; 
and the hesitations of Mr. Direck, an American visitor to 
Britling’s house at the outbreak of the war, at first rather 
neutral, who becomes engaged to Cecily, Teddy’s sister-in- 
law, and then joins the Canadian forces to fight for the Allies : 
also the fate of Heinrich, the German tutor of Britling’s boys, 
a harmless young man, who also dies in the war. 


SB 36. THE SOUL OF A BISHOP 
A NOVEL (witH Just A LITTLE LOVE IN IT) ABOUT CoNs- 
CIENCE AND RELIGION AND THE REAL TROUBLES OF LIFE 
‘First publ. : Cassell, London (September 1917) 


Dr. Edward Scrope, an unquestioning son of the Manse, 
become a comfortable bishop after the inevitable-looking, 
taken for granted grind of school and college, finds himself 
assailed by doubts of the truth and efficacy of the Anglican 
church, when, about 1912, he comes in contact with his see 
of Princhester, in a hard, unbelieving country. Little by 
little, he is invaded by a new faith, which is no other than 
H. G. Wells’s own, the faith in God the Invisible King, the 
Captain of Mankind : in 1917 he delivers a scandalous address 
to that effect on confirmation day, and is soon driven into 
resigning his bishopric. A drug given him by one Dr. Dale 
has had something to do with his discovery of the truth : he 
has three visions, one of the young triumphant God of Wells, 
the Captain of Mankind, one of the effort of all men of good 
will on earth to rejoin one another in spite of kinds, flags 
and countries, one of his real place in the movement as an 
individual worker without any priestly authority. For some 
time, under the influence of Lady Sunderbund, an 
immensely wealthy American widow, who is really only in 
love with him, he had gone astray, and let himself be per- 
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suaded to become the prophet and pope of a new creed and 
sect, in the magnificent church she was going to build for 
him. He finally realises her true intent, and refuses her 
offer : he will drag his wife and five daughters down to com- 


parative poverty, but he will remain a real servant of the 
true God. 


JaP 37. JOAN AND PETER 
THE STORY OF AN EDUCATION 
First publ. : Cassell, London (September 1918) 


Peter Stubland, the son of Arthur Stubland, an artistic 
trifler of preraphaelitic and Morrisian turn of mind, and 
independent means, and of Dolly Sydenham, a clergyman’s 
daughter, is left an orphan when a very small boy, his father 
and mother being drowned in a boating accident in Italy. 
Joan Debenham, the illegitimate daughter of one of his 
mother’s brothers, is brought up with him as his half-sister. 

Arthur Stubland’s will appoints his sisters Phoebe and 
Phyllis, his wife’s aunt.Lady Charlotte Sydenham, and her 
cousin Oswald Sydenham, an African explorer, as joint guard- 
-ians of the children. In the absence of Oswald, a great 
fight is fought over their education between Phoebe and 
‘Phyllis, kind, ingenuously advanced, Rousseauist maiden 
ladies, always ready to follow the lead of faddists, and Lady 
Charlotte, a typical representative of what Wells considers 
to be the great Anglican culture and prejudices. Lady Char- 
lotte has the children surreptitiously christened, against 
their aunts’ and their dead parents’ will, and, later, actually 
kidnapped from the School of Saint George and the Vener- 
- able Bede, where they had been freely running about in 
light clothes. Peter is conveyed to the High Cross Prepar- 
atory School, a typical private school of almost Dickensian 
flavour—from which he runs away to his aunts’—and Joan 
to the care of one of Lady Charlotte’s dependents. 

_ It becomes known that the children’s mother had been 
the’ last survivor, and, under her will, Oswald becomes sole 
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guardian : disfigured in the accomplishment of an act of gal- 
lantry at Alexandria in 1882, which won him the VC, he had 
loved her all his life, and once nearly persuaded her to run 
away with him to Africa, after her husband had been unfaith- 
ful to her. 

Oswald is a firm believer in the mission of the Empire 
to civilize the backward races and bring order into the world, 
and he sets forth in quest of the best education to make Joan 
and Peter conscious of and prepared for the greatness of 
their duties. He has to come to the conclusion that En- 
gland has, as yet, nothing to offer in that line, and has to be 
content with next bests, Caxton School for Peter, and High- 
morton for Joan, then the modern side of Cambridge for both. 

Joan, who has discovered that Peter is not her brother 
at all, falls in love with him ; but he does not become aware 
of the fact, and deteriorates in fast London life, with one 
Hetty Reinhart as his mistress. Joan also has temptations 
but overcomes them. 

In the great war, Peter becomes an aviator, and is 
brought down and wounded by a German. During his leave 
home, Joan declares in the nick of time and wins him from 
Hetty. He marries her, is wounded a second time as an ob- 
servation officer in a balloon, and comes back to civilian life. 

He has got ahead of Oswald’s teaching, and risen to the 
higher conception of a world state, made safe for the great 
common adventure of mankind along true Wellsian lines, 
carrying Oswald up to it with him. His life work will be as 
a doctor, Joan’s as a builder of houses. 

The book is as much of a dogmatic treatise as of a novel. 


UF 38. THE UNDYING FIRE 
First publ. : Cassell, London (May 1919) 
Dedication : To All Schoolmasters and Schoolmistresses 
and every Teacher in the World. 
Job Huss, the headmaster of Woldingstanton public 
school, had made it a great success and been a prosperous 


man : he had made the consciousness of human solidarity 
through time and space—the chief tenet of Wellsian faith, 
with the belief in God the Invisible King—the keystone of 
his pupils’ education, by a proper teaching of history. Sud- 
denly, in the fourth year of the war, misfortunes begin to 
assail him on all sides : he does not know that he really is 
heir to Job’s inheritance as well as to his name, and the object 
of a new wager between God and Satan as to whether he 
will renounce his faith or not. Onhis sick bed, just before 
being operated upon for what is believed to be cancer, he 
receives the visit of three friends who are really Job’s com- 
forters, Eliphaz, Bildad and Zophar (Job, 2 sq.), till a fourth 
interferes who really is Elihu the son of Barachel (Job, 32 sq.) : 
the five lengthily discuss the world at large. Huss’s 
position is exactly that of Wells between his discovery of 
God the Invisible King (1917) and his taking in hand the 
writing of the Outline of History as the new Bible of mankind 
(919), and it partakes of both mental states ; he is, at the 
same time, mankind stretched on the sickbed of the war ; 
the three friends are various embodiments of British conven- 
tionalism, the fourth, a stronger opponent, a monistic mate- 
rialist and atheist. 

The operation is successful : Huss recovers all he had 
lost, and will live on in his faith : Job, and mankind, have 
prevailed, because they never lost courage. The publica- 
tion by Mr. Wells of the Life of Sanderson of Oundle, in 1924, 
shows this educator to have been the original of some features 
in the character of Job Huss. 


SPH 39. THE SECRET PLACES OF THE HEART 
First publ. : Cassell, London (May 1922) 


The life of Sir Richmond Hardy, a fuel expert, is torn 
between the conflicting motives of constructive passion and 
sex : a true believer in the Wellsian gospel of Man on his 
Planet taking control of life, world-order, continuity of the 
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story of the human race, and the divine in man ; and at the 
same time, though the husband of a charming lady and the 
father of two grown up children, and the lover of a charming 
‘mistress by whom-he also has a child, a prey to a hankering 
thirst for feminine companionship in his work, more than 
for sensual satisfaction. 

He takes his doubts to Dr. Martineau, a psycho-analyst, 
with whom he starts a tour of the Western country and the 
mysteries in man’s soul, the secret places of the heart : it 
results in his chance encounter with Miss Grammont, a young, 
rich, beautiful American girl, whose life has been darkened 
by her foolish, adventurous throwing herself away on an 


~ - unworthy man, a rake, later shot for cowardice in the war. 


They fall in love with each other in an abstract, philosophic- 
al way, both discovering the other to be passionate for 
world-order, and pretend they feel like Man and Woman 
in the great adventure of Mankind : she has to join her father 
~ and a future husband, and they part after a kiss or so, resolv- 
ed to remain on that higher plane. Sir Richmond dies of 
pneumonia soon after finishing a great piece of constructive 
work on a Fuel Commission, on which he was serving. 


MIG : 40. MEN LIKE GODS 
FIRST ANNOUNCED AS MEN LIKE GODS AND AIR LIKE WINE 
First publ. ¢ Cassell, London (March 1923) 
Dedication :; To Florence Lamont, in whose home at 
Englewood this story was christened. 


Mr. Barnstaple, a London journalist of humanitarian 
and international turn of mind, very much a disciple of H. G. 
Wells, unaccountably crosses into a world co-existing in the 
same space with ours, through an experiment of two scientists 
of that world, while on a holiday with his car. Two other 
parties in cars, one under Mr. Catskill, the Secretary for war, 
cross at the same time. 

They find themselves in Wellsian-Utopia-come-true : 
a World-state, climate of inhabited part like Southern Eu- 


rope, population about 250 million, disease and poverty long 
since overcome by science and machinery, Privacy, Free - 
Movement, Unlimited Knowledge, Lying the primary crime, 
Free Discussion and Criticism, the five principles of organi- 
sation ; no money : the citizens have credit with the state, 
every child is credited at birth with enough to keep him till 
25, when he repays the community by freely chosen work ; 
no government proper, questions naturally go to those fitted 
to. solve them; no politicians, crowds, villages, peasants, 
but scientific workers by the million: ; speech no longer neces- 
sary, direct interchange of thought from brain to brain ; 
free choice and association in love, usually for life, the rule ; 
no form of marriage ; the Utopians, beautiful, healthy, prac- 
tically naked statues of demi-gods and goddesses, intent . 
exclusively on scientific work, free of care, ignorant of pity 
or anger. 

Barnstaple instantly finds himself at heart with them, 
but the other men, the “Earthlings”, under. Catskill, start 
a foolish attempt at holding a castle, in which they have 
been quarantined, against the Utopians, with a view to the 
ultimate conquest of Utopia : Barnstaple “betrays” them, 
as they feel, but escapes their wrath, and they are easily 
defeated by the Utopians, several being killed. Barnstaple, 
offering to do something for Utopia, is asked to submit to 
being sent back to the earth, as an experiment : thither he 
returns after his “holiday”, an enlightened and uplifted man. 


D 41. THE DREAM 
First publ. : Jonathan Cape, London (April 1924) 


In Wellsian-Utopia-Realised, about the year 4.000 AD, 
Sarnac, a happy Utopian, lives a life of our own times in a 
dream, and tells it to a party of friends. 

-He is Harry Mortimer Smith, one of four children of a 
wretched greengrocer in a Channel town, whom a gardener 
brother-in-law supplies with produce stolen from his employ- 
er, till he is found out and dismissed : both men take to drink. 
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Fanny, the elder daughter, runs away from home to become 
the mistress of Newberry, the head of a firm of publishers, 
a married man living separated from his wife. Harry’s 
father is killed by a motor-car. 

His widowed mother moves to London, to become help 
and drudge, with her other daughter, to Matilda Good, a 
lodging-house keeper. Harry is given a chance to satisfy 
his thirst for education, and rise in life, by the help of Fanny : 
he will rise to be a director in Newberry’s firm. Harry’s 
mother dies without being reconciled to Fanny. 

The Great War breaks out : on the eve of leaving for 
the front, Harry falls in with Hetty Marcus, who becomes 
his mistress, and, during his first leave home, his wife. Dur- 
ing his absence, she yields but once to one Sumner, a bad 
character, on an evening of misery, and bears a child whom 
Harry discovers cannot be his. He divorces Hetty, and 
induces her to marry Sumner : he himself hastily marries 
Milly Kimpton, a serene woman, who cannot make him for- 
get Hetty. 

Sumner becomes more and more of a blackguard, till 
Harry helps Hetty to get away from him to Canada. Sumn- 
er shoots and kills Harry. 

Smith-Sarnac wakes up among the Utopians, to find 
Sunray, his mate, very like Hetty. The whole story empha- 
sizes the squalor of our times, as compared with what could 
and should be.

First attitude 
incredulous scepticism : a great civilized nation cannot 
deliberately attempt murder on her neighbours. Se- 
cond phase, exasperation against Kaiser-Kruppism, 
certainty that this is the last war, if only Germany is 
beaten. Third period, doubt and despair : German 
thought and system back the Hohenzollerns. Last 
stage brought about by his son Hugh’s letters and death: 
this war has for its real object the final union of mankind 
under God its captain.
